Of oxen, some forty horses and mules, and 


considerable bedding, &e, By order of Col. 
Anthony, this property was sold at public 
auction when the train arrived in Leaven- 
worth. The proceeds reached to over $1,200, 
which was divided among the negroes in 
proportion to their wants, andjtheir chances 
of employment. All of those able to work 
readily obtained it within a few days of their 
arrival. So at Lawrence, to which town was 
sent the first train Col. Jennison took; the 


Wagons and teams they had wery sald end the, 


proceeds divided among them. 

In the matter of education the contrabands 
themeelves show great cagerncss to learn, and 
all the parents seem deteruined to obtaia 
some education ſor their children. The citi- 
zens of the neighborhoods in which the negroes 
congregate are also doing much to aid them. 
At Lawrence a free school has been establish 
ed, which is kept open im the day time for 
children and in the evening for adults. Over 
one hundred of the latter attend regularly, 
and it is certainly most interesting 
sight to see the stalwart men and women, 
with thelr grotesque appearance and swarthy 
taces, 80 cagerly bent over their books, at- 
tempting to obtein that knowledge before 
which slavery vanishes as snow before the 
sunlight. The expenses of this school are at 
present paid by donations of the citigens. 
Most of the leading men of the town give lib- 
erally. Col. Jennison subscribed to the Law- 
renee School largely, and has also started and 
sustains, himself,a school for them at Osaa- 
watomie, which is under the direction of Rev. 
Elder Read, one of the survivors of the Marais 
des Cygnes, in May, 1856. At Mound City an- 
other school has been started. At Leavea- 
worth, where there is considerable of a free 
colored population, they have two schools, 
eustained by the members of the two charches, 
to which they belong, and for tuition lu which 
a small sum has been charged. They are now 
organizing for the purpose of establishing a 
free school. Under the city ordinance the 
taxes paid by the colored people are to be used 
to sustain their schools. Under the State 
echoo!l law, they are entitled to the benefits of 
the school lands and funds, the statates pro- 
viding fora vote of the inhabitants of a dis- 
trict on the question of separate schools. 
Measures are being taken to secure these 
rights for the beneiit of the colored people. 
These movements Indicate to the observer the 
fact that the despised African shares with the 
more favored portion of the world the pro- 
gressive desires of humanity. Among other 
efforts for the contrabands now being project- 
ed, is the organization of intelligence offices 
under the direction of responsible parties at 
the principal towns, by means of which, the 
contrabands may be alded to tind shelter on 
arrival, and work, at an early date. A num- 
ber of families have already been provided for, 
and others will be asthe movement extends.

Seminary Societies. 

The public meeting of the Societies con- 
nected with the Chieago Theological Semina- 
ry, was beld last evening and attended by a 
large number of citizens and friends of the 
Seminary.
